PHONEMES 



There are twenty-two segn,ental phonemes in Lotud: eighteen consonants /ptklb 
dgshdsmnjiglrwy/ ai,/» «v...^ «o,...oic fluao/. Stress is noncontrastive. 
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iThis study is based on what we call me main dialect of Lotud. Vic lived in two kampungs, 
Ro'un and Damat, during 1985-87, and also studied with two people from Kampung Tutu. We 
have observed that people in these rather widely separated kampungs speak essenUaUy the 
same dialect 
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The voiceless palato-alveolar affricate [tj], occurs only in unassimilated borrowings 
from Bahasa Malaysia, such as [por^tjuma] 'free' and ['tfukup] 'enough'. In assimilated 
borrowings [tj] is replaced by /s/, as in /sorita?/ 'story'. Semivowels /w/ and /y/ are the 
nonsyllabic counterparts of the vowels /u/ and /i/. 

The symbols /i/, /a/, /u/ and hi represent the phonetic norms of these phonemes.
